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US tells Russia will not seek death 


penalty for Snowden 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United Stages has told Russia 
it will not seek die death 
penalty nor torture fugitive 
intelligence leaker Edward 
Snowden, in an attempt to 
convince Moscow to turn 
him over. 

The assurances came in a 
letter obtained by AFP Friday 
that Attorney General Eric 
Holder sent to Russian Jus¬ 
tice Minister Alexander 
Konovalov. 

JI We understand from 
press reports that Mr Snow¬ 
den has filed papers seeking 
temporary asylum in Russia 
on the grounds that if he were 
returned to the United States, 
he would be tortured and 
would face the death 
penalty," Holder wrote. 

"These claims are entirely 
without merit." 

Snowden, whom Wash¬ 
ington wants to put on trial 
for disclosing details of mas¬ 
sive US surveillance, has 
been marooned at Moscow's 
Sheremetyevo airport far 
more than a month amid un¬ 
certainty about Ins future. 

The case has further 
str am e d r el ati ons b etween 
Washington and Moscow; al¬ 
though a Kremlin sp okesman 
indicated Friday that Snow¬ 
den's fate is not on President 
Vladimir Putin's immediate 
agenda. 

The White House has 
voiced strong opposition to 
Snowden's request for safe 
haven in Russia and has crit¬ 
icized Moscow for providing 
him with a "propaganda plat¬ 
form. ' 

In the letter dated Tuesday, 
Holder said the charges 
against the 30-year-old da not 
carry the possibility of the 
death penalty and that "the 
United States would not seek 
the death penalty even if Mr. 
Snowden were charged with 
additional, death penalty-eli¬ 
gible ciimes." 

Holder also stressed to 
Konovalov that the former 
National Security Agency 
contractor would not be tor¬ 
tured and would receive a fair 
trial back home. 

"Torture is unlawful in the 
United States," he wrote. 

"If he returns to the United 
States, Mr. Snowden would 
promptly he brought before a 
civilian court convened under 
Article III of the United 
States Constitution and su¬ 
pervised by a United States 
District Judge." 

Snowden would be ap¬ 
pointed or could retain coun¬ 
sel, and any questioning 


would be conducted only 
with lus consent, he added 
" Mr Sno wden woul d have 
the right to a public jury trial; 
he would have the right to 
testify if he wished to do so, 
and the United States would 
have to prove his guilt be¬ 
yond a reasonable doubt to a 
unammou s j ury," Holder 

wrote 

If convicted, Mr Snow¬ 


den would have the right to 
appeal to the United States 
Court of Appeals." 

Holder said Washington 
believes "these assurances 
eliminate these asserted 
grounds for Mr Snowden's 
claim that he should be 
treated as a refugee or 
granted asylum, temporary or 
otherwise." 

Holder also said that, de¬ 


spite news reports and Snow¬ 
den's belief to the contrary, he 
is able to travel and is eligible 
for a "limited validity pass- 
part. " 

" Despite the revocation of 
his passport on June 32, 
2013, Mr. Snowden remains 
a US citizen." Holder wrote. 

"He is eligible for a lim¬ 
ited validity passport good 
for direct return to the United 


States The United States is 
willing to immediately issue 
such a pas sport to Mr Snow¬ 
den "

PATNA (AFP) - Them sands 
of teachers m eastern India 
are refusing to serve free 
school lunches, saying it is 
not part of their job, after the 
deaths of I! 3 pupils from food 
poisoning, officials said Fri¬ 
day 

The teachers, who began 
their protest Thursday, are 
angry at being forced to su¬ 
pervise the cooking and say 
they are blamed for the poor 
quality of the free meals. 

11 Mid-day meals could not 
be served in over 4,600 
schools across the state out of 
a total of 70,000 schools cov¬ 
ered by the programme," the 
Bihar director of the lunch 
programme, R. Lak- 
shamanan, said. 

"About one million stu¬ 
dents have been deprived of 
food due to the boycott," 
Lakshamanan added 

Police on Wednesday ar¬ 
rested the head teacher of the 
school m Saran district in 
poverty-stricken Bihar state 
where the 33 children aged 
four to 1] died after a lunch 
of lentils, potatoes and rice 
that was laced with a lethal 
pesticide 

A court on Thursday or¬ 
dered the head teacher, 
Meena Devi, to be held inju¬ 
dicial custody until August 5 
while police question her 
abouttlie tragedy. Mo charges 
have been laid 


"Repeated requests to the 
government to remove pri¬ 
mary teachers from midday 
meal duty have fallen on deaf 
ears," Bihar Primary School 
Teachers'Association general 
secretary Mahendra Sahi 
said, according to The Tunes 
of India website 

"The Saran school princi¬ 
pal was wrongly framed m 
the case relating to the July 
Id tragedy," Sahi added, 
vowing that the teachers 
would not do any non-teach¬ 
ing work from now onwards 

Devi apparently Bed 
shortly after the poisoning, 
which also left some 3D chil¬ 
dren ill in hospital and 
sparked angry street protests. 

Saran district administra¬ 
tor Ab In jit Srnha told AFP the 
teacher was key to resolving 
the issue of just how the 
deadly chemicals ended up in 
the food. 

Oil used to cook the food 
contained an agricultural in¬ 
secticide that was five times 
the strength sold in the mar¬ 
ketplace, a forensic report 
found.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States said Friday that 
it would seek improvements 
in China's human rights 
record, including its treat¬ 
ment of ethnic minorities, 
during talks next week m the 
Asian nation 

The United States and 
China will hold an annual di¬ 
alogue on human rights Tues¬ 
day and Wednesday in the 
southern city of Kunming, 
with the US delegation also 
visiting Beijing, the State De- 
partment said. 

"Tie promotion of human 
rights remains a key tenet of 
US foreign policy, including 
tow Ear d China, and we are 
committed to continuing can¬ 
did and in-depth discussion 
with the Chinese government 
on tins issue," State Depart¬ 


ment spokeswoman Jen 
Psaki said in a statement. 

She said the US side 
planned to discuss issues in¬ 
cluding China's treatment of 
ethnic minorities, freedom of 
religion and labor rights. 

Tie two nations started 
the annual human rights dia¬ 
logue in the wake of China's 
1939 cl amp down an demon¬ 
strations l n T ananm en 
Square, although Beijing re¬ 
fused talks from 2003 to 
2008 out of anger at US crit¬ 
icism. 

Human rights advocates, 
while generally supportive of 
holding the dialogue, have 
been disappointed with the 
results and warn that China 
can use the talks to separate 
rights concerns from the rest 
of its relationship with Wash¬ 


ington. 

The date of the rights talks 
was set during the main an¬ 
nual dialogue between China 
and the United States on July 
10-11 

At the close at the so- 
called Strategic and Eco¬ 
nomic Dialogue in 
Washington, the United 
States voiced concern over 
China's treatment of its Ti¬ 
betan and Uighur minori¬ 
ties. 

More than 120 Tibetans 
have torched themselves 
since 2009 to protest what 
they see as China's harsh 
rule, while the Xinjiang re¬ 
gion has seen frequent ten¬ 
sion between Uighurs and 
China's majority Han papula¬ 
tion.

Police raids in the greater

study 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
S wi s s f e s e ar cher s sai d Thurs - 
day that people really do have 
a hard time getting a good 
night's steep when the moon 
is full, even when they can't 
see it. 

The results of a study on 
ii ii volunteers published in die 
journal Current Biology 
showed that people took 
longer to fall asleep at night 
and slept for a shorter time 
during a full moon. 

The volunteers were mon¬ 
itored on two separate nights, 
and were not aware of the 
cycle of the moon during 
their time in the sleep lab. 

When there was a frill 
moon, people slept an aver¬ 
age of 19 minutes Less and 
took five minutes longer to 
fall asleep than they did when 
there was a new moon 

"The lunar cycle seems to 
influence human sleep, even 
when one does not see* the 
moon and is not aware of the 
actual moon phase," said 
Christian Cajochen of’ the 
Psychiatric Hospital of the 
University of Basel 

Study participants also re¬ 
ported feeling less well 
rested, and showed lower lev¬ 
els of melatonin, a hormone 
that regulates sleep and wake 
cycles, during the full moon 
"To our knowledge, this is 
the first report of a lunar in¬ 
fluence on objective sleep pa¬ 
rameters," the study said. 

Researchers said more 
studies may reveal whether 
the moon has a measurable 
effect on moods and mental

A Justice Department state¬ 
ment released late Thursday 
said the company had agreed to 
plead guilty to criminal con¬ 
duct tli at occurred when it was 
carrying out its own post-acci¬ 
dent investigation. 

Eleven people died and 4.9 
million barrels of oil gushed 
into the Gulf over a three- 
month period after the explo¬ 
sion, with BP -- who leased 
Deepwater Horizon -- ending 
up paying billions a f dollars in 
co mp en sa.t.i on an d cl eanup 


coats. 

Halliburton Energy Serv¬ 
ices, BP's contractor, had been 
accused by the British oil giant 
of destroying evidence BP has 
also asked Halliburton to pay 
damages stemming from the 
April 2010 accident off the 
co ast of Louisiana. 

The Justice Department 
statement said Halliburton -- 
which constructed the cement 
casing of tire well at the center 
of the disaster --had earned out 
its own internal investigations 
in May and June the same year. 

However, the results of 
computer simulations con¬ 
ducted as part of that probe 
were ordered to be destroyed 
and were never recovered, it 
said. 


In addition to a guilty plea - 
- which is subject to court ap¬ 
proval -- Halliburton has 
agreed to pay the maximum 
statutory fine of $200,000 The 
company said in a statement 
that it would make a separate 
and voluntary $ 5 5 million pay¬ 
ment to the National Fish and 
Wildlife Foundation. 

The disaster wreaked havoc 
on the Gulf region's environ¬ 
ment and economy. 

The central subject of the co¬ 
operation and guilty plea deal 
was th e numb er o f he avv m etal 
collars, known as centralizers, 
placed at various points on the 
cement easing of the Macondo 
well that eventually exploded 
The Justice Department said 
tli at prior to the blowout, Hal¬ 
liburton had recommended that 
21 centralizers be used, but BP 
instead opted for six. 

Halliburton's post-accident 
tests failed to backup its earlier 
suggestion.

SAM FRANCISCO (AFPf - Medical examiners on Fri¬ 
day were working to figure out what killed 36-y ear-old 
hacker Barnaby Jack, a software wizard poised to 
give a talk on wirelessly tampering with heart devices. 

The San Francisco coroner's office told AFP that an 
autopsy was scheduled to determine what caused 
Jack's death on Thursday. Jack was a San Francisco 
resident and worked as a software security re¬ 
searcher at lOActive Labs. The admired member of 
the hacker community made headlines In 2010 by re¬ 
vealing a way to crack automated teller machines re¬ 
motely using the Internet. He was scheduled to give 
a presentation next week at a Black Hat hacking con¬ 
ference in Las Vegas on how to remotely tamper with 
wireless defibrillators implanted in chests to restart stalled hearts. Jack said in an 
lOActive blog post early this year that he has been spending the majority of his time 
researching how vulnerable new model wireless pacemakers and implantable Car¬ 
dioverter Defibrillators (Jack found a way to access ATMs remotely using the Internet. 
Once in the machines, he could command them to spit out cash or transfer funds.

The company even managed

Last year, the company an¬ 
nounced a vast recoveiy plan 
dubbed "Transform 2015" that 
has already led to more than

First-quarter GDP growth 
was at a tepid annual rate o f 1 S 
percent as the economy still 
struggles to recover from the 
Great Recession that ended 
four years ago. 

Hie IMF reiterated its warn¬ 
ing tliat downside risks domi¬ 
nate, pointing to payroll tax 
increases m January and the 
sharp "sequester" spending cuts 
that began in March as slowing 
economic growth 

Hie IMF bo aid of directors 
"generally concurred that the 
fiscal dencrt reduction m 3D13 
is excessively rapid, and that 
the automatic spending cuts 
(the sequester') not only reduce 
growth m the short, term but 
could also lower medium-term 
potential growth, 1 ' the report 


said. 

The sharp US fiscal tighten¬ 
ing was expected to keep 
growth "subdued" at I 7 per¬ 
cent tins year, the IMF said, 
projecting 2D 14 growth would 
pick up to 2.7 percent "as the 
fiscal drag subsides and the 
negative legacies of the finan¬ 
cial crisis wane further." 

The government's fiscal poli¬ 
cies are expected to shave be¬ 
tween 1.50 and 1 75 percentage 
points from growth tins year, it 
said. 

The US Federal Reserve has 
a delude dly bright er vi e w of the 
economy's traj ectory The cen¬ 
tral bank has estimated 2013 
growth b etween 2.3 percent and

RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Pape Francis took Ins high-oc¬ 
tane mission to "shake up" 
Catholic faith back to the 
streets of Brazil Friday, greet¬ 
ing throngs of pilgrims, meet¬ 
ing convicts and hearing 
youngsters confess their sms. 

Latin America's first pontiff 
rode his open-top popemobile 
again on his fifth day in Rio de 
Janeiro, saluting and blowing 
kisses to thousands who came 
out to cheer him on 


‘ 1 feel overwhelmed like I 
w T ant to ery,“ said Barb ara Per- 
petua, 23, a local engineering 
student among the pilgrims 
who have gathered from 
around the globe to see Francis 
during World Youth Day, a 
weeklong gathering of young 
Catholics. 

The 76-year-old Argentine, 
who lias championed the cause 
of the poor, was taken to the 
palace of the Rio archdiocese, 
where he met privately with a 


group of convicts. 

His desire to meet the 
faithful face to face took 
Inm to a park where he 
heard three Brazilians, a 
Venezuelan and an Italian 
confess their sms 

“I was told tliat it was 
God who wanted me with 
Pope Francis and when he 
came 1 couldn't beh eve it," 
said Estefam Lescano, the 
21 -ye ar- ol d Yen ezuel an 
student who was among 
300,000 pilgrims picked at 
random to meet the pon¬ 
tiff. 

U 1 told him that he 
should visit my country 
because we need him. He 
told me tli at Venezuelans 
have no sins," Lescano 
said, refusing to reveal 
what she confessed during 
her five minutes with the 
top Catholic 
The pope resumed his hec¬ 
tic schedule hours after lead¬ 
ing a massive ceremony with 
1.5 million young believers 
who braved wind and ram to 
see him on the beach of Co¬ 
pacabana. 

" Wh at an unfa r gett ab 1 e 
welcome in Copacabana May 
God bless you all!“ he said in 
a tweet early Friday 

Vatican official shave made 
no secret of the fact that the 
pope’s first trip abroad since 


his election aims to re-ener¬ 
gize followers. Brazil remains 
the world’s biggest Catholic 
country, but the flock has 
shrunk while Evangelical 
churches have grown m size. 

Addressing thousands of 
fellow Argentines in Rio's 
cone-shaped cathedral an 
Thursday, the pope urged 
young Catholics to "shake up" 
die church 

He also hammered home 
his message that clergymen 
must ga out and take the 
words of the Gospel to the 
people 

The pope put his message 
into practice Thursday when 
he visated one of Rio's notori¬ 
ous fav el as, including the 
home of a slum dweller. 

He also used the back¬ 
ground of the shantytown to 
wade into Brazil s tense polit¬ 
ical and social debate, urging 
people Id persevere against 
corruption and defend the less 
fortunate 

Brazil was rocked by the 
largest street demonstrations 
in two decades last month, 
when more than a million peo¬ 
ple mobilized to condemn cor¬ 
ruption, poor public services 
and the cost of hosting the 
2014 World Cup 

Later Friday the pontiff 
will again hop on his open-top 
jeep to drive along the cres¬ 


cent-shaped Copacabana 
beach and participate m a re¬ 
enactment of the 14 Stations of 
the Crass -- scenes of Jesus 
carrying the cross to Ins cruci¬ 
fixion. 

“The pope is showing in¬ 
credible energy during tins 
trip, like in Rome," Vatican 
spokesman Federico Lom¬ 
bardi said. "He doesn't even 
take advantage of the mo¬ 
ments of rest. He's always in 
action."
